How often have you put fertilizer 
on your lawn and discovered 
later that there were places you 
missed? The grass you fed is 
jiice and green and makes the 
strips you missed look pale and 
sickly. • 

J’ve seen various devices used 
to solve this problem. Some peo¬ 
ple use an upright stick at each 
end of the lawn and move it 
every time they complete a swath, 
k gives them something to aim 
at. Others use a stone as a guide. 
One man I know has taped a 
piece of string wire to each leg 
of his spreader so that it just 
scratches the surface. 

The people who make Turf 
Builder have what they call 
"spreader markers” and these are 
easily attached to any Scotts 
Spreader. They consist of metal 
cups which you fill with marker 
material such as ordinary white 
flour and which are activated by 
grips on the handlebar. This way 
you can make any - number of 
guide markers or lines as you 
walk along. They used to cost 
54.95 a set and I believe they 
still do. 

Another way to ensure even 
coverage is to criss cross. Cover 
the whole lawn north-to-south 
with half the fertilizer. Then put 
on the other half east-west. Takes 
longer but remember that a great 
many people enjoy working on a 
lawn.

FORECAST FISHING 

When Uncle Charlie’s rumafiz 
gets to actin’ up and high flying 
swallows forage below treetop 
height, look for a change in the 
weather. 

Since weather exerts a power¬ 
ful influence on fishing, it be¬ 
hooves all of us to make calcu¬ 
lated guesses at what’s in store 
for the next few hours or next 
day. 

Though countrybred weather 
forecasting may not possess sci¬ 
entific exactness, note the fish¬ 
ing experts at Mercury out¬ 
boards, there is sufficient merit 
in the homespun axioms to 
make them a working part of 
every fisherman's know-how. 

Atmospheric pressures are 
positive indicators of forthcom¬ 
ing conditions. Certain phenom¬ 
ena occur in reaction to these 
various pressures: 

Low flying birds, campfire 
smoke hugging the ground and 
strong odors indicate low baro¬ 
metric pressures, and are omens 
of an approaching storm.- 

Conversely, smoke that 
stretches- skyward and heavy, 
dew and cobwebs on the grass 
portend a day of clear Weather. 

Cloud colors at dawn and sun¬ 
set offer clues to upcoming con¬ 
ditions. With due respect to the 
time-honored limericks, a red 
sky in the morning does indi¬ 
cate possible storms; the same 
red sky (or rainbow) at the 
close of day is a sign of clearing. 

Even wind direction plays a 
part in fishing success, because 
it serves as another indication 
of future weather. Generally, 
folklore says, fishing’s good 
when the wind is from south or 
west; poor when from the east 
or north. 

Keep a weather "eye ” 1 out, 
advise the Mercury folks, and 
learn to interpret nature's 
weather forecasts to your ad¬ 
vantage. 

And don’t forget Uncle 
Charlie. His aches and pains 
just might be the clue to the 
good fishing you’ve been looking 
for.

Clerics Unbend 

Nantes, France 

Leaders of France’s Reformed 
Church, one of the country’s main 
Protestant groups, have decided 
to admit women to the ministry 
on the same terms as men. 

The decision, which follows 
years of study and debate, was 
approved May 1 at a meeting 
here of the church’s national 
synod. 

Opponents of the move ex¬ 
pressed strong reservations, and 
before the voting pastor Pierre 
Bourguet, the church president, 
made a special appeal for unity 
in accepting whatever was de¬ 
cided. 

As long ago as 1936 the church 
authorized a woman, Miss Elisa¬ 
beth Schmidt, to become a pastor 
in Nantes. But she was not or¬ 
dained until 1949 Avhen the na¬ 
tional synod agreed that this was 
permissible in special cases. No 
other woman has followed her. 

An amendment to the new res¬ 
olution, to exclude married wom¬ 
en from the ministry on -the 
grounds that they could not give 
enough time to the church, was 
rejected.
